We were asked the other day about the Chapters financial 
status. The best answer is probably “very precarious.” 

The Chapter needs a minimum of $1500 to maintain county 
activities at their present level, but, some of these activities, for the 
good of the community, should be expanded; particularly, in the 

home nursing training area. Some of the equipment in the Loan 
Closet, especially whee! chairs, must be replaced with modern 
types. It would seem that adequate local funds should be at least 
$2100. 

That means a Fund Drive Goal of $3500 - 40% to National Red 
Cross, $1400 - 60% $2100 for the Crawford County Chapter. 

There are approximately /000 inhabitants of Crawford County, 
4 so $3500 is but fifty cents per person per year. A rather small fee for 

the insurance benefits of American Red Cross protection. 

Let's take one item alone - the 260 pints of blood our County's 

citizens received from Red Cross last year over what we were able 
to cantribute to the Blood Bank. If our citizens had had to pay for 
that blood, the extra cost (The dilfercnce between thé cost of 
commercial laboratory blood and Red Cross blood) would have 
been more than $5000. $5000 is five times as much money as we 
contributed to Nationai Red Cross last year, and three times as 
much as National Red Cross's share if we reach our $3500 Fund 
Drive Goa!!

However, cities, townships 
and villages can enforce their 
own construction code. This 
doesn't mean they adopt just 
any old code and enforce it. 
They may adopt a number of 
nationally recognized codes to 
administer. They can adopt the 
state code by reference and 
enforce that one. They need to 
pass an ordinance to this effect 
and let the construction code 
commission know by November 
6th. If they do not do this, they 
will automatically come under

Churches in America is an 
ecumenical organization inelud- 
ing most of the major denomin- 
ations in America. They claim 
to speak with a united voice for 
these denominations. From all 
they have been saying, the goal 
of the National Counell of 
Churches appears to be church 
unity followed by-some sort of 
socialist revolution. 

Black militant, Leroi Jones, 
was paid $1,500 to address an 
NCC in Dallas. Jones told the 
NCC that “The Church will be 
destroyed along with the primi- 
tive institutions,” if the church- 
es fail to support revolution in 
America.

“If the 
Church supports the primitive 
social siructure (USa} WACK 
must be destroyed for the 
world to progress, then it will 
he destroyed.”

W. Sterling 
Gary as president of the NCC 
justitied the message of Leroi 
Jones as “exposure to live 
issues.” Gary went on to say, 
“Any system that steadfastly 
refuses to respond to human 
need will have to be abolished if 


there is no response.” The 


organizational structure of ecu- 
menism in America today is 
supporting Communism and 
opposing our American system. 
This is not only true of our 
NCC, but, as the U.S. News

With Kennedy out, 


‘Democrats have full field 


After Teddy Kennedy, then who? 
Is a good question, without an 
obvious answer right at the moment. 

When Massachusetts Sen. Ted 
Kennedy took himself out of any 
consideration for the Democratic 
presidential nomination in 1976, ihe 
only thing that developed for certain 
was a big hole.

Gallup reported Kennedy with 46 

percent of the vote was the nation's 
iop Democrat. 
’ Next in fine was Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace, with 27 percent of 
the Gallup vote, then followed by old 
favorites Sen. McGovern and Muskie 
with 17 percent and Sen. Henry 
Jackson with 14 percent.

But Scoop, Fritz and Mo are just 
the start of a whole range of 
Democratic Potentials. 

The Wasningion-pased media tel! 
us of Sen. Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, a 
wealthy newcomer to the national 
scene wiih a yeam ior vigyer i1ings; 
maybe even such retreads as Sen. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine, or George 
McGovern of South Dakota (if he 
should survive his own battle for 
return to the Senate this year), or 
Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, who tried 
out the track briefly in 1972, or even 
possibly Sen. Hubert Humphrey, also 
of Minnesota. ° 

Outside of the halis of Congress, 
we are told to keep an eye peeled on 
another crop of hopefuls, for one 
national ticket spot or the other. 
Usually this list includes Gov. 
Reuben Askew of Fiorida; Gov. 
Jimmy Carter of Georgia; Gov. Dale 
Bumpers of Arkansas, who is most 
likely to move to the Senate after 
knocking off Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright earlier this year in a primary; 
Gov. John Gilligan of Ohio; Gov. Dan 
waiker 07 iilinois. 

And, we are told, the 1974 
elections may produce at least a 
handful of potentials if they win their 
elections — such as Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr., running for governor of 
California; or Rep. Hugh Carey, 
running for governor of New York; or 
even Tom Clark, former attorney 
general and now a senatorial can- 
didate in New York. 

One thing is certain—the Demo- 
cratic stabie has a wile fost of 
potentially willing aspirants to re- 
place Sen.

One has to wonder, though, about 
Gov. Wallace. The media experts 
generally assign him no more than a 
“spoiler” function, although acknow- 
ledgiiig Wallace strength in the party 
and ithe nation and attaching con- 
siderable power to Wallace’s eventual! 
19/6 role. 

But why not as a candidate? Why 
as only a “spoiler,” or one who can 
block someone else but cannot win 
himself? 

Could it be wishful thinking by 
other Democratic leaders?

similar benefits from another state. The 190 days re-
